dress, we have now a quiet “minute” con- 
veying some information about the finan- 
ciat position of the Colony.’

Simply ‘these:—The colonial 
estimates prepared by Mr. W. H. Mansi. 
and presented to the Legislative Council 
yesterday, are in every important respect 
identical with the estimatesprepared in pre- 
vious years under the dircction of Sir Joux 
Pors He snessy, The “cuiet minute” which’ 
conveys some information about thé finan- 
ciat position of the Colony, Is-a clear and 
practical written statement, which does 
infinite credit to Mr. Maxsu's official 
reputation as a thorough business man. 
The Administrator is ‘not: an orator; 
like many other clever officials he is 


give them proper expression in a public 
speech, so like a sensible man he content- 
cd himself with writing out what Sir Jous 
Pork Hennessy, with all the confidence 
ofan experienced parliamentary debater, 
would have spoken with perfect case, 
and great effect. Mr. Marsit’s written 
statement follows with the utmost precision 
the lines laid down by Sir Jous Pore Hes- 
nessyv in his budget speeches, and only 
exhibits the differences which must always 
necessarily cxist between a written state- 
ment and iv’ public speech. Whatever 
credit may be due for the satisfactory state 
of the finances of the Colony, must clearly 
be awarded to Sir Jous Pore Heswessy. 
Mr. Marst has had actually nothing what- 
ever t6 do with any of the measures which 
have led to such satisfactory financial re- 
sulis; he has merely drawn out a state- 
ment of accounts, and supplemented that 
statement with a few general observations | 
hy way of explanation, It was quite im- 
possible that he could have done more than 
this, Had Mr. Gtanstoxs—the greatest 
political financier of the century—been in. 
the Adniinistrator’s place, he could not 
possibly have done more than Mr. Maxsir 
and no practical ac- 
countant who thoroughly knows his busi- 
ness could havedone less, And in the face 
of these plain facts, with. which every man 


ofthe Colony must be perfectly well ac- 
qainted, the China Jfail rants like an en. 
raged bull about the Colony. having re- 
turned to an honest, straighiforward and 
useful administration, and, like a miser- 
able turn-coat, sneeringly talks about the 
shuffling and vainglorious attempts on 
the part of Governor Hexsessy to obtain 
notoricty or fame asa financier, Our'con- 
temporary should refer to the flattering 
etlogiums which appeared in its columns 
when Sir Joun Pore Hunsessy's speeches 
on the estimates were reviewed from the 
years 1877 to 1880—and then hide its bead

The figures in, Mr. Mansit's statement 
speak. for themselves; and so far as we 
can see His: Excellency’s estimates and 
calculations are based on reasonable. 
trrounds. As was anticipated, the Tytam 
Water Works, on the low level system 
scheme, will be‘taken in hand without de- 
lay, and it is satisfactory toknow that Earl 
Kurercey has approved that the Special 
Fund—derived from gambling and other 
shady sources years ago—be applied, sofar 
asit will iro, to defray the cost of this vast 
undertaking, If the Administrator's ideas 
are carried out, it appears we are also to 
have. a new Lunatic Asylum; the Water 
Police Station is to be hurried on towards 
conipletion; and the Lock Hospital to be 
converted into aGovernment Civil Hospital. 
It {s necessary to point out, as our evening 
contemporary has accepted all these pro-' 
jects as’ accomplished facts, that they are 
at present on paper only, and that nothing 
whatever, beyond providing in the esti- 
mates for certain sums of moncy for these 
works, has beendone. Nor is it probable 
that anything will be done for some con- 
siderable time to come, Mr. Maxsit has 
also inserted in his Works and Buildings’ 
estimates a sum of $25,000 on account 
of the new Central School, but that does 
not in any way indicate, .as our Particu- 
larly verdant evening contemporary would 
lead its readers to believe, that this greatly. 
needed work isto be now taken in hand. 
The expenses estimated for. the various 
public departments require no special re- 
ference. The Tramway Scheme ‘is still 
under consideration. “We are just as wise 
as to the intentions of the Government 
with regard tothat white elephant, anew 
gaol, as we weré.before. His Excellency 
had probably nothing to tell us about that 
Important subject, or he would hardly have 
left an expectant ‘public in utter darkness. 
It is hardly necessary to refer to Mr. J. 
M. Price’s letter to the Secretary-of State 


on the subject’of the Breakwater at Cause- 
way Bay, which was’ read to the Council, 
There appears to be a discrepancy be- 
tween the statements of Sir Joun Pore 
Hexsessy and Mr. Price, which outsiders 
are not in a position to satisfactorily ex- 
plain, Nor need we dwell at length’on 
the part played at the council table by Mr. 
F, Buaketey Johnson; however, as .the 
China Afatl has, as usual,’ for easily under- 
stood reasons, ignored what may people 
will doubtless consider’ a yery injudicious 
action on the part of the honourable en- 
tleman, we may briefly devotes few lines 
to his especial benefit.

Colonial Seeret ary that when the vote came 
before the Leyislative Council he would 
Oppose it, on the ground that the proposal 
was brought before the Finance Comniittee 
in an irregular, and, as the -honourable 
member styled it, a mosti improper manner, 
As, however, the Secretary ‘of State had 
sanctioned the vote, and as there was no 
reason to doubt that Licut.-Col, PatMer, 
was entitled to the remuneration, Mr.

Butxeney Joun- 
sox did hot wish to discuss the matter, 
What object had he in bringing it betore 
the Council? , Was it to tell Mr, Marsu 
that he (Mr. Jouxsox)“ believed that His 
Excellency’s administration commanded 
the confidence of thé Colony ?, Or was it 
to Iet the public of Hongkong know: that 
their best interests were safe in the keep- 
ing of Mr. Burnxeney Jounson?

In this list is not included 
Any representative ofthe Royal House of Prussia, 
the cldest son of the Crown Prince being married , 
already, and the second being only twenty years 
old. The most cligible bachelor of the number 
is, no doubt, King Ludwig of Bavaria, but no 
more “obdurate bachelor ‘and misogynist exists, 
The rest ‘of the princes are: hittle better than
